HE incomparable American tur- 
key, if it is to sustain its repu- 
"tation, must’ be selected *with 
great care. If for roasting, buy 
® young hen turkey, plump, with a 
whitish skin that is clean and'soft, the 
legs black, the breast broad, and the 
neck short. The flesh of an:old hen is 
usually covered with long hairs, the 
legs are! rough, and of a reddish pur- 
ple color. 

‘Capons, which ‘may once in a while 
be. obtained, are very choice, as they 
ate juicy and extremely tender. They 
are also high priced. Gobblers have a 
stronger flavor than the female bird 


“and dre not so plump. The spurs are 


long and the flesh often of a’ reddish 
color. There ‘are so many devices 
nowadays for preserving food an un- 
conscionable’time that it is best to buy 
of a reputable dealer. The appearance 
of the head and feet in dressed poultry 
shows something of its age and con- 


. dition. In good stock the feet will be 


soft and flexible, the eyes full and 
bright, and the flesh white. In that 
‘which -has been kept too long the feet 
are dry and hard, flesh dark colored, 
and eyes sunken and dull. 

Old turkeys are best boiled or cooked 
In the kettle until hearly tender, then 
stuffed and browned in the oven. 


When Ready to Cook. 


: When: the bird is ready. to cook, first 
einge the skin... A’ small alcohol lamp 
is most convenient for this. Pass the 
turkey quickly over it. _Do not try to 
handle the lamp.

Cook over a 
moderate fire four minutes. Stir all 
the time. Cool, then pack it: lightly 
into the crop and body of the turkey. 
Save a little of it to put under the 
skin on the breast in the form of a 
thin layer, taking care not to break 
the skin. Hang in a cool place two or 
three’ days at least before cooking. 
The given quantity of dressing is suf- 
ficient for a turkey weighing ten or 
twelve pounds.

Force Meat of Oyster Filling.

HE audience has something to do 
in ‘‘ The Big Idea,’’ and successive

Palace to sell out, and 
there is usually a_ prosperous: cluster 
of patrons behind the orchestra rail:

The second is the main feeders or 
great country roads; and, third, the 
by-roads, local roads or lanes. These 
various classes of roads should be 
built, improved, and maintained with 
a view to the amount of traffic that 
they can bear and must bear. The 
first class should be of the most per- 
manent and acientific construction, 
The second class could be of a iess 
expensive nature and would need less 
maintenance. The third class could 
be improved only to the extent that 
the community required. 

The expense of building and main- 
taining these roads should be dis- 
tributed upon the same basis. The 
roads of the first class should be sup- 
ported by the taxing power of a large 
area of country including at least the 
entire State, because the wealth gath- 
ered in the cities ought to contribute 
to them. The second class of roads 
should also have a wide taxing power 
at least co-extensive with the county 
and possibly with a group of counties 
or with some State aid. This would 
leave the small road district or local 
community only the burden of the 
smaller or purely local roads. How- 
ever much politicians may twist and 
turn and argue about the question, we 
must eventualy come to some scien- 
tific solution of the problem. I real- 
ize that when we begin to talk about 
real road improvement political diffi- 
culties of all kinds are encountered;

Baron Ciergleys Describes En- 
counters with Germans— 
Suggests Improvements. 


Baron Clergleys, who has been sérv- 
ing with distinction in the ‘Belgian 
Army, having charge of the first ar- 
mored car used in the war, has just 
returned to his home at Great Chart, 
near Ashford, Kent, for rest and re- 
cuperation. The Baron has had many 
stirring adventures, and was wounded 
‘n three places during an encounter 
near Lille, when the driver of the car, 
°?rince Baudouin de Ligne, and the 
Baron’s cousin, Count de Villermont, 
vere killed. For his bravery Baron 
Yiergleys has been awarded the Cheva- 
lier de ’Ordre de Leopold. 

The Baron, profiting by experiences, 
is now engaged in designing an ar- 
mored car that will adequately protect 
the chauffeur. He proposes providing 
a periscope, (similar to that used by 
submarines,) also foot. mirrors, that 
will reveal to the chauffeur the 
whereabouts of the enemy. The Baron 
told of his expérierices recently in a 
London newspaper, as follows:

PLAN FEDERATION 


After Tour of One Hundred Cities 
Society Hopes to Standard- 
- ize Traffic Rules. 





Frederick H. ‘Elliott, General Secré- 
tary of the Safety First Society of 
New York, who has been making a 
country-wide automobile tour preach- 
ing the safety first doctrine, is ex- 
pected back in New York early this 
week. He has visited more than one 
hundred cities and has covered nearly 
five thousand miles. Mr. Eliiott’s trip 
was planned for the purpose of ob- 
taining information on traffic with a 
view of lessening street accidents. 
Since he started, however, the plan 
has been enlarged to include a move- 
ment for a: national conference and 
probably a-national federation of soci- 
eties for the unifying of traffic regula- 
tions throughout the country. 

The ultimate work of this federation 
would be to standardize regulations in 
all cities so that a traveler from any 
part of* the country can enter any 
other part and find the same rules 
governing traffic as in his home sec- 
tion. 

“TI find sentiment everywhere in 
favor of standardization,” said Mr. 
Elliott the other day. “If a confer- 
ence is held, I think it will be possible 
to create the federation. Saféty work 
would go forward by leaps and bounds. 
As it is, I find in most cities I visit 
that local committees are doing effec- 
tive work. Don’t think that because a 
wave of accidents sweeps the city the. 
safety commission has failed in its 
work. Those things will come. In

since records were kept. In September 
we had the highest. I know personally 
that. in the meantime the Commission

SERIOUS BUSINESS MENACE 


Mr. Noyes Says Overhead Mains on 
Broadway. Have: Caused Great 
Losses to Merchants. 


Aroused: by the injustice inflicted 
upon property OWners and merchants 
on Broadway due to the unsightly 
trestle work to carry the gas mains 
during the digging of the subway, 
the William Street business interests 
succeeded last week in persuading 
President McAneny of the Board of 
Aldermen to call’a public ‘hearing on 
the matter hext Tuesday. 

It wags generally expected that the 
contract would have been awarded 
for the William Street section last 
Friday by the Board of Wstimate. 

A committee consisting of Charles 
F. Noyes, William Shields, Joseph. P. 


Lord had been appointed from the 
Real Estate Board of New York to 
urge that no further subway contracts 
be awarded until it was agreed: be- 
tween the contractor and the Public 
Service Commission that gas mains 
and other conduits should not be car- 
ried on trestles. 

Charles F. Noyes, Chairman of this 
committee, appeared before the Board 
of Hstimate and explained that the 
real estate interests did-not desire to 
hold up the awarding of the William 
Street contract, but felt that nothing 
should be done until the question of 
carrying the gas mains and other 
sub-surface conduits, either on .the 
level.of the street or below the sur- 
face; had been definitely settled. 

Maurice Deutsch, consulting engi- 
neer, representing the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, also stated that after care- 
fully examining the subway plans he 
did not -think it necessary to carry 
the gas mains on trestles in the Will- 
iam Street work. 

Mr.. Noyes called attention to the 
fact :' that subways have been. con- 
structed in*° New York without using 
trestles for carrying gas mains. That 
the matter was important, he added, 
is indicated by the fact that real estate 
values on the easterly side of Broad- 
way, between Canal Street and City 


account of these street obstructions. 
Instances were cited where property 
values had been reduced and where 
the business of merchants had been 
curtailed so that their rent could not 
be paid. 

That the proposed action regarding 
the William Street subway is proper is 
best seen: when itis noted that William 


street bed itself is oniy twenty feet 
widé. ‘The sidewalk ‘is only nine feet 
eight inches on: the east side, and the 
{gas mains are on that side. This and 
Nassau Street are the narrowest thor- 
joughfares downtown. Mr. Noyes 
|pointed out that 7,000 people pass “on 
William Street in one given hour’s 
time.

How Others Do It.

This con- 
cerns a joan for. $50,000,000 for the 
improvement of the City of Hankow, 
China, the opening up of industrial 
enterprises there, and the construc- 
tion of 9 bridge or tunnel connecting 
the city with the City of Wuchang, 
besides. certain other bridges and 
canals in the Yangtse Valley. A stip- 
ulation made is that.all the materials 
to. be used in the enterprises shall be 
British, other things being equal. As 
‘the agents for the supplies of these 
materials are a firm of London bank- 
ers, it is safe to assume that export- 
ers in other countries will have no 
chance to compete successfully. Pre- 
cisely the same method of dealing has 
long been in vogue in South: American 
and other countries by both the Brit- 
ish and the Germans,-and it adds to 
the difficulties which American man- 
ufacturers seeking to extend their 
markets have to deal with. It will 
always be more or less of a handicap 
until some of the financing of enter- 
‘prises in foreign countries is done 
with American capital. 

South Ameriéan Exports. 

That this is getting to be understood 
in this country is One of the encour- 
aging things connected with the effort 


the Latin-American States. It is real- 
ized that, under existing . conditions, 


such trade is in great measure a finan- 
cial problem, Even if American manu- 
facturers or merchants can get the 
customers, how are the latter to pay 
for the goods? This country does not 
afford the market for many of the 
South American products which Ger- 
many and Great Britain do, and can- 
not, therefore, have the degree of reci- 
procity possessed by the latter. There 
must be some arrangement whereby 
cash or suitable credit can ‘be: provid- 
ed for the merchants in South Amer- 
fean countries. Propositions to do 
something of this nature are now un- 
der consideration. One of these. was 
suggested at. the International Trade 
Conference of the Mississippi Valley 
and Central West, which met at Mem- 
phis the other day, This involves the 
advancement of a large sum of money, 
to be raised by subscription. Another 
one. is: being studied out by the De- 
partment of Commerce. <A few con- 
cérns in this country dre big enough 
to do their own financing, but the 
great majority of those who would 
like. to do business with the republics 
to the south are not in as happy a 
position. They must be helped in some 
way if a great expansion of trade is 
sought.

_ ARE 10 BLAME 


Hardships to Sales . Persons 
Caused by Thoughtless Wo- 
men Who Shop for Fun. 


Economists’ and others interested in 
the bettering: of conditions for the 
working people. are encouraged in their 
labors by the growing interest which 
the women. of means: are taking in 
them. And yet, in at least one very 
practical way, the welfare workers are 
getting no assistance at‘all from those 
women. who could do the most, Speaking 
more, plainly, the workers in the retail 
stores, both large and small, (more par- 
ticularly the dry goods stores,) are being 
kept from ‘earning the wage that is 
theirs by right-of their abilities; efforts, 
and patience, by that class of women 
which looks on the stores and shops as 
places. of amusement instead of busi- 
ness. This was the opinion expressed 
yesterday to a Timms reporter by a 
well-known local merchant. 
| “I speak specifically,’”’ he said, “of 
the woman ‘who shops idly hour after 
hour from store to store, ordering hun- 
dreds of dollars’ worth of merchandise 
sent to her home which she. has no in- 
tention of using or keeping. It has 
doubtless never oceurred to her that, by 
returning these goods for no other rea- 
son’ than that she does not want them, 
she not only causes a loss to the owner 
of the store, but causes a definite 
shrinkage in the earnings-of the sales 
persons who. waited on her. But this, 
nevertheless, is the case. 

“The merchant suffers from the loss 
entailed in the damage that often oc- 
curs to the goods while in the hands of 
the purchaser, as well as from the loss 
arising from the cost of delivering and 
bringing. back this. merchandise. He 


also suffers from the -lost time of ‘the 
sales persons who make the sales and the 


lost time of all the other employes of 


the store who handle the goods before 
they are sent out. 

‘But it is upon the sales person that 
the heaviest burden of the return evil 
falls, and for this reason: In kinds 
of retail selling the merchant must 
base the wage of. those who do _ the 
selling on a certain percentage of the 
selling price. This means that to earn 
a given weekly salary the sales person 
must sell a definite amount of mer- 
chandise every week. If she falls be- 
low. the required amount over a period 
of six months, she is in line for a re- 
duction in her salary to the extent of 
her falling off. It does not please any 
merchant to reduce the salaries of his 
workers, for it means that when the 
employes’ sales fall to such a point that 
reductions are necessary his own profits 
fall with the sales. 

‘Now, here is where the woman who 
returns goods indiscriminately is in- 
volved: She comes into a ore. and 
amuses herself by selecting a consid- 
erable amount of merchandise. She 
takes up the time of the sales person, 
who often is rendéred unable to take 
care Of her regular customers. She 
raises the hopes of the sales person by 
the large value of the goods she is 
ordering, that the latter’s volume of 
sales will be great enough to warrant a 
substantial increase in salary at the end 
of the half-year. Then, a :few days 
later, she sends all of the goods back to 
the store. What is the effect? 

“Aside from the loss she has caused 
she ‘has taken up the 
time of the sales person and has, doubt- 
léss, prevented her from waiting on 
some other customer, who would prob- 
ably have b “> ig’ just as much as she, 
and who would have kept all the goods 
she bought. ..And.in ng up the. time 
of the sales. person she has prevented 
the latter from earning anything during 
the time she was being served. 

“It is not an exaggeration to say that 
in some of the local stores the returns 
run as high as 25 per‘cent., the great 
bulk of which is made-up of re- 
turned for no better reason than that 
the customer never did want them. With 
the salary of the sales person based on 
the amount of her sales, this means that 
her possible earnings are reduced one- 
fourth by these returns. This is a seri- 
ous thing, and it should be pressed home 
on. the women who are in the habit of 
shopping for fun, or who order things 
sent to their homes ag 4 to impress 
some companion with eir financial 
standing. 

“T have had girls come to me in 
tears time and time again because 
wealthy women have'used them as tools 
to their pleasure and have thereby pre- 
vented them from earn the wage to 
which their energy and abilities entitle 
them. But the merchant is powerless to 
help them. Present-day competition will 
admit only of payment of salaries on 
such. percenta; 
to compete th, other merchants. Nor 
can he refuse to accept the illegitimate 
return of merchandise unless the other 
merchants join him. The whole matter 
is one of educating the public, princi- 
pally the women, as to why they should 
not.return goods. They should be shown 
how the workers are inj by 
the practice and, in a spirit. of- charity, 
if no other will prevail,.they should be 
asked not to amuse ‘themselves the 
expense of the-store’s employes, 

If such an appeal has no 
with the women who aré guilty 
practices herein outlined; the

They should be shown that 
it is impossible for a store to. offer 
immaculate merchandise when so much 
of it is handled, ussed up, .and soiled 
through the abuse of the return privi-

The initial attempt of importers to 
nullify the drawnwork provision of the 
Tariff act of 1018 falled yesterday when 
the Board of General Appraisers over- 
ruled a protest by K. Takayama of this 
city, .which was in the nattre ofa test 
of the present law. The merchandise 
in controversy consisted of tidies and 
bureau scarfs in each of which a num- 
ber of threads running in one direction 
were withdrawn. The remaining. loose 
threads were adjusted and grouped by 
means of additional threads inserted by 
hand, so as to form patterns-or fig- 
ures in the shape of an hour-glass, be- 
tween which were diamond-shaped open 

The articles were also embellished by 
hemstitching, but that part of the deco- 
ration is not-in question, so the board 
considered only the drawnwork orna- 
mentation. Collector Malone took duty 
at 60 per cent. ad valorem under Para- 
graph 858, specifying ‘‘ woven fabrics or 
articles from which threads have been 
omitted, drawn, punched, or cut, and 
with threads introduced after weaving, 
forming figures, or designs, not includ- 
ing straight hemstitching.’”” While the 
importer made several claims for duty 
lower than that assessed, the one relied 
on was for a rate of 80 per cent. ad 
valorem as manufactures of cotton. Ac- 
cording to this latter contention, the 
highly ornamented goods in question 
would pay no higher duty than the 
plainest of cotton fabrics. : 

Briefly stated, the importer ,and his 
attorneys contended that Paragraph 3858 
covers only that class of drawnwork 
in. which the added threads form fig- 
ures. It was urged that the phrase 
**forming figures" limits “ threads,”’ 
and that consequently the provision cov- 
ers only those articles in which spider 
webs, wheels, Maltese crosses, and other 
lacelike effects in various forms are 
added or inserted in the open. spaces 
by withdrawing the threads. In conclu- 
sion it was denied that added threads 
in the fabrics under consideration form 
any figure or design. 

Judge Cooper, who wrote the decision 


for the board, says he cannot ee to 

the construction contended for by the 

importer. From the grammatical con- 
struction of the clause, says the General 

Appraiser, it is patent that the legisla- 

tive purpose was to provide for articles 

decorated with figures or designs by 
means of a process involving two opera- 
tions; namely, by withdrawing threads 
and introducing other or foreign threads. 

The board is called upon to decide 

whether or not the articles in question 

come within that description. 
ee It is our opinion,’’ says the decision, 

that such ornamentation. brin the 
articles directly within the, purview. of 
the paragraph. ' Nor is it required that 
the res or designs specified shall be 
form entirely by the added threads. 

The phrase ‘ forming pager or desi By

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AT LACK OF WOOL 


A Mill. Owner’s Views on Re- 
sults of the British Em- 
bargo on the Article. 


There is no little alarm expressed at 
the present timé by woolen manufac- 
turers at thé results which must follow 
the wool embargoes proclaimed by Hng- 
land, if they prove of considerable du- 
Tation. The’ impression is just» begin- 
ning to grow that the British Govern- 
ment, in forbidding the export of wool, 
has gone after two birds with the same 
stone. Ags much care is shown, it’ is 
claimed, in the endeavor to protect her 
foreign trade as in supplying her armies 
with clothing. A few more large orders 
of the size that have already been 
placed by the foreign Governments anc 
an awakening of the domestic demand, 
which has been backward for some 
time, will see the wool market practical- 
ly cleaned out of certain grades of wool. 
Mill -representatives approached on 
this subject are inclined to believe that 
such an emergency is not far off and 
they base their opinion’ on sharp ad- 
vances which have already taken place 
in the prices of certain grades of raw 
product. It woulda occasion no surprise 
if quarter’ bloods’ were sold at the 
pees now being obtained for half 

loods. The difference even now be- 
tween three-eighth and quarte 
blood wool is not appreciable, consider- 
ing the variance in value. Buyers from 
England and Canada were enabled to 
make large purchases in the n 
market, while the domestic mills were 
powerless to prevent the withdrawals, 
owing to the fact:that demand here was 
ve slack. ‘Now that prices’ give an 
indication of how scarce the stock of 
wooi in this country is, the mill men are 
puzzling over the proposition of where 
they will get the needed raw material 
when conditions in the industry 
the normal level. 
sists on continuing the embargos she 
has instituted, though a_ scarcity 
should develop in this country, it is 
pointed out in responsible quarters that 
our importations of fabric must be even 
greater than in time of pea 

Here is how one prominent 
sums up the situation. i 

** Since the outbreak’ of the war,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the British Government has for- 
bidden the export of wool (except mo- 
hair) from. England, excepung to the 
Allies, and from Australia, ew Zea- 
land, and South Africa, excepting to 
England. There is one exception. South 
African wools, being short and fine, are 
not suitable for military use, and it is 
reported that licenses are therefore be- 
ing issued for their re-exportation from 
England. It is furthermore reported— 
and denied—that British vessels are for- 
bidden to carry wool from Argentina 
and Uruguay, excepting to England. 
In spite of the denial, which nig bom ig to 
be purely official, I have the best in- 
formation from the Boston wool trade 
that it is impossible to obtain trans- 
portation from South America to this 
country, and séveral of us are, there- 
fore, in treaty ‘for a vessel to p 
to South America in ballast to bring 
wool here. 

‘In order to insure an adequate sup- 
ply of raw material the British and 
Canadian merchants,.with Governmental 
encouragement, have bought heavily in 
this market of raw wool and noils, as 
well as of the lower grades of Ameri- 
can-grown wools. I do not know the 
amount, but it is very large. They have 
also bought quarter-blood tops in consid- 
erable quantities, and heavy contracts 
have been placed for hosiery, underwear, 
sweaters, shirting flannels, and cloth for 
overcoats, the bulk ‘of all these fabrics 
being made from low-grade stocks. 

“The result of these factors has been 
to create a great scarcity in this coun- 
try of the lower grades of wool, excel- 
ling even the scarcity existing in Eng- 
land, whose bona fides may be judged 
from the fact that it. both permits and 
encourages the e rt of yarns and 
cloths of all es excepting such 
cloths as are suitable for military pur- 
poses and are, therefore, actual contra- 
band of war.. The object —— to be 
quite as much to protect English trade 
as to clothe England’s soldiers, a sus- 
picion which is rmed to my mind M4 
the: continuance of heavy exports of all 
classes of merchandise from ‘the Brad- 
ford district. 


“Tt is needless to point out that the 
resent tariff is well adapted to assist 
n such a plan, and that the effect is 
directly felt by the American consumer. 
It is also felt by the American manu- 
facturer in a most complex manner, as 
I will attempt to: point out. First, he is 
deprived of raw material for certain 
classes of domestic trade; second, he is 
deprived of raw material with which to 
manufacture further abogtes of mili- 
tary goods for export, the contracts 
already placed, together with the ex- 
ports, having, substantially consumed the 
available material in this country; third, 
any relief which may. be ex cted from 
suspension of embargoes will affect only 
short, fine short wools, primarily those 
from South rica, which compete 
chiefly with our Own territories; fourth 
if the South American marke 
pened to us, th ce, of 
wool would still be affected by the 
British efforts to outbid. the German 
buyers who, we are informed, are seck- 
ing to supply themselves from the oniv 
market open to them in the world 
which shipment can be made in neutral 
bottoms.”

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Decisions on Bath Tablets, Blankets, 
and Pincushions. 


Bath tablets are not ‘‘ medicinal prep- 
arations,’’ according to a decision made 
yesterday by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers. The Adams Express Company 
entered the goods at Boston, where the 
Collector exacted a duty of 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under the old tariff as a 
toilet preparation. The forwarding agent 
protested that the tablets are of a 
medicinal character, properly dutiable 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem. The tablets 
have a. strong perfume, but a Govern- 
ment analysis failed to divulge anything 


rjin the make-up of the articles: resem- 


bling a medicine. . As reported by the 
chemist, the tablets consist of: talc, 


starch, soda, tartaric acid or citric acid, 
coloring matter, and perfume. Judge 
Sullivan accordingly overruled the pro-

Judge Brown says that the blankets in 
question are of too fine a texture to 
be used as automobile rugs, but that 
even if they should be put to such use 
Fa A are specifically provided for as 
blankets” at the rate of 88 cents a 
pound and 40 per cent. on their value. 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., Chicago, were 
sustained in claims for lower duty on 
pincushions in chief value of cotton. 
I'he Collector levied a ¢ustoms tax of 
60 per cent. ad‘ valorem under the act 
of 1909 on the plea that the articles 
are artificial flowers. The importers 
submitted evidence to the effect that 
the goods are made principally of cot- 
ton. It was accordingly claimed that 
the articles are properly dutiable at 
only 45 per cent. ad valorem as manu- 
factures of cotton. :

Census Bureau’s Fifth Report 
of Season Shows Big Gin- 
ning Prior to Nov. 14. 


FOUR NEW STATE MARKS 


Alabama, Arkaneas, Florida, and 
Oklahoma Exceed Former Figures 
—Crop Will Be More Than 
15,000,000 Bales. 


WASHINGTON,- Nov. 21.—Possibil- 
ities of this year's cotton crop equaling, 
or even exceeding, the greatest crop 
heretofore grown were indicated today 
by the Census Bureau's fifth ginning 
report of the season, which showed the 
quantity of cotton ginned prior to Nov. 
14, was 11,624,708 bales, the heaviest 
on record. In the last seven years the 
average of the entire crop ginned to 
the end of the same period was 75 per 
cent. On that basis the present crop 
would seem to be between 15,500,000 and 
16,000,000. bales. 

The ginning for the period from Nov. 
1 to 14 established a record of 1,795,626 
bales, exceeding last year by 152,000 
bales and 1911 by 453,000 bales. For 
the season this year’s ginnings exceed 
the record by 811,000 bales. 

In Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, and 
Oklahoma new records for ginning to 
Nov. 14 were established. 

The report announced that 11,624,708 
bales of cottom, counting round as half 
bales, of the growth of 1914 has been 
ginned prior to' Nov, 14. This compared 
with 10,444,529 bales, or 74,7 per cent. 
of ‘the entire crop, ginned prior to Nov. 
14, last year, 10,299,646 bales, or 76.4 
per cent. in 1912 and 11,313,236 bales, or 
72.7 per cent. in 1911, The average quan- 
tity of cotton ginned prior to Nov. 14 
in the last seven years was 9,406,645 
bales, or 74.2 per cent. of the crop. 

Included in the ginnings were 32,454 
round bales compared with 74,167 last 
year, 62,768 in 1912, and 75,963 in 1911. 

Sea Island cotton included numbered 
53,875. bales, compared with 51,950 bales 
last year, 40,389 bales in 1912, and 71,204 
bales in 1911.

Governors to Consider Ex- 
change Reopening — New 
Bank Statement Issued. 


Indications were afforded . yesterday 
that the postponement of the reopening 
of the Stock Exchange for trading in 
bonds will be less prolonged than was 
thought likely when the financial com- 


Committee of Five had rescinded its de. 
cision of. the previous day to resume 
trading on Saturday or Monday. A 
meeting of the Governors has been called 
for Tuesday, and presumably the de- 
cisiow of that body will be final. By that 
time more definite knowledge may have 
been given to the public concerning the 
real reasons for the change in the de- 


Steck Exchange has given no -explana- 
tion of that change. 

It is known that the committee has 
received earnest advice from important 


‘banking interests: that it would be wise 


to resume trading, and this advice will 
naturally be given due consideration 
when the Governors meet the day after 
tomorrow to consider the report of the 
Committee of Five. There is much sen- 
timent in the financial district in favor 
of resuming public quotations of bonds 
without further delay. ‘This sentiment is 
bound to grow should the Stock Ex- 
change authorities defer reopening much 
longer without giving adequate reasons 
for doing so. 

The first change in the official dis- 
count rate of a Federal Reserve Bank 
has been made. The rate on short-time 
paper at the Boston bank has been re- 
duced from 6 per cent. to 5% per cent., 
bringing it to the same level as was 
fixed at the outset for the New York 
and Philadelphia banks. The initial re- 
port of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York was issued yesterday, show- 


the bank held cash at the close of busi- 
ness on Friday in excess of 100 per 
cent. of its deposit and note liabilities. 
The bank did some discounting during 
the week, but this amounted to less than 
the bank’s paid-in capital. 

No comparison of the reserve reported 
by the Clearing House institutions can 
be made -with the previous week for 
the reason that the figures are compiled 
on an entirely different basis. Counting 
both the reserve held in yault and de- 
posited with the Federal Reserve Bank 
and other reserve deposits, the state- 
ment showed a surplus of $176,830,540. 
The circulation of the member banks, 
which has been declining rapidly in re- 
cent weeks, showed a further decrease 
yesterday of more than $14,000,000.
